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THE MONEY NEEDED 


To Improve the Streams and Harbors of th 
South. 

WasnHinoton, October 15.—General Casey, 
chief of engineers, in his annual estimates 
submitted to the secretary of war, makes the 
following recommendations for appropriations 
for continuing work on the principal improve - 
ments under his charge during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1891: Potomac river flats, Wash- 
ington, D. C., $1,000,000; James river, below 
Richmond, $400,000; Great Kanawha river, 
£500,000; Cape Fear river, North Carolina, 
$310,000; Coosa river, Georgia and Alabama, 
$225,000; St. Johns river, below Jacksonyille, 
$300,C00; Biack Warrior rtver, Alabama, 
£300,000; Cumberland river, above and below 
Nashville, $500,000; Tennessee river, above 
and below Chattanooga, $1,030,000; Missis- 
Sippi_ river, Minneapolis to Des Moinos 
rapids, $1,000,000 ; Mississippi 
river, from Des Moines to Ilinois river, S500,- 
00); Mississippi river, from Illinois to Ohio 
river, £600,000 ; Norfolk harbor and approaches, 
$100,000; Charleston, 8S. C., harbor, $750,000; 
Winyaw bay, 8S. C., $300,000; Cumberland 
sound, Georgia and Florida, £500,000; Savan- 
nah harbor, $500,000; entrance to Key West 
harbor, $100,000; Mobile harbor, $590,000. The 
total amount recommended by General Casey 
for river and harbor improvements is $50,186,- 
300. The total amount appropriated by the 
river and harbor bill for the year ending June 
30, 1890, was $22,397,617. 

The Mississippi river’ commission recom- 
meonds appropriations for the fiscal year 1890-91 
as follows; 

Continuing surveys, $150,000: from mouth 
to the Ohio river, $4,000,000; improvements at 
Hickman, Ky., Greenvilie, Vicksburg and 
Natchez, Miss., and New Orleans, $1,086,250; 
rectification of Red and Atchafalya rivers, 
$50,000. Total, $5,586,250. 

The Misscuri river commission ask the fol- 
lowing appropriations: Salaries, surveys, etc., 
$150,000; general improvements, $1,000,000; 
special work at Sioux City, Omaha, Platts- 
mouth, Nebraska City, St. Joseph, Atchison, 
Leavenworth, Kansas City, Miami and Arrow 
Rock, $1,375,000; river above and below Sioux 
City, $60,000. Total, $2,760,000. 


DEATH OF EX GOVERNOR PERRY. 


A Short Sketch of Florida's Distinguished 
Dead. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 15.--Edward 
A. Perry, ex-governor of Florida, died at 
Kerrville, Texas, today, from paralysis, after 
an illnessof abouta week. , 

On Saturday, October 5, Governor Perry 
rode horseback, accompanied by his sun Ned, 
from Pandora to Kerrville. When about one 
hundred yards trom Kerrville the governor 
was noticed falling from his horse. His son 
managed to hold him until assistance came. 
After being taken to a house near by, the 
physician discovered that the whole right side 
was paralyzed. Since then he has been un- 
able to speak, and has been unconscious most 
of the time. 

Governor Perry was a native of Massachu 
setts, but settled in Pensacola prior to the war, 
where he practiced law. Ho raised a company 
in the spring of 1861, and took it to Virginia 


“abont July Ist of that year. Upon the death 


of Colonel Ward, of the Second Florida regi- 
ment, Governor Perry succeeded to its com- 
mand. Later he became brigade commanicer, 
and participated in all campaigns of the army 
of northern Virginia. He was wounded at the 
battles of Seven Pines and of the Wilderness. 
After the war he returned to Pensacola and re- 
sumed the practice of law,subsequently entering 
actively into politics. In June, 18384, he was 
nominated as governor of Florida and elected 
the following November, serving a term of 
four years. In 1887 he wasSa prominent can- 
didate for the United States senate to succeed 
Senator Jones, being opposed by ex-Governor 
Bloxham. . The election finally resulted in the 
choice of Samuel Pasco, a coinpromise candi- 
date. Governer Perry was strong with the 
older element in the democratic party and

ANOTHER TERRIBLE ACCIDENT GN 
AN INCLINE, 


SEVERALOF THE PASSENGERS KILLED 


A Car on the Mount Auburn Goes With Fear- 
ful Velocity Down the Incline and Strikes 
Another Caratthe Botton. 


Crncrinnaty, October 15.—A_ frigntful catas- 
trophe occurred between 12 and 1 o’clock to 
day on one of Mount Auburn inclined planés 
Which lies at the head of Main street and 
reaches to the height of between 250 and 350 
feet in aspace of perhaps 2,000 feet or less. 
Two cars are employed, one on each track, 
They are drawn by two steel wire cables that 
are wougd up on a drum at the top of the hill 
by an engine, located there and nine passen~ 
gers had entered ata car atthe foot of the 
plane and a number were on the other car at 
the top. The passage of the ascending car 
was all right until it had reached the top, 
when the machinery refused to wo 
ond the engineer could not stop it. The c 
was drawn against the bumper, the cabi 
snapped in two and the car ran backwar 
down the incline at lightning speed. 

The crash at the foot of the plane was frigh 
ful. A cloud of dust arose that hid the wrec 
from view for a moment, but when it was dis- 
pelled 

THK SCENE WAS HORRIBLE. 

The iron gate that formed the lower end af 
the truck on which the car rested, was throws 
sixty feet down the street. The top of thec 
was lying almost as far in the gutter. Th 
truck itself and floor and seats of the car 
formed a shapeless wreck, mingled with the 
bleeding and mangled bodies of nine passen- 
gers. Two were taken out dead. one middle 
aged lady with gray hair, recognized as Mrs. 
Ives; the other, a young girl of 20, Miss Lilt 
han Oscamp, daughter of Henry Oscampj 
Another, Mr. N. Kneiss, a teacher, living at 18 
Euclid avenue, died soon afterwards. Five 
others were injured, perhaps fatally, and one 
man escaped miraculously with but slight in- 
jury. This inclined plane is the oldest in the 
city. It was built twenty-one years ago, and 
this is the first accident, attended with the 
loss of life, at any of the four inec!ined planes 
that are in almost constant use, It is too early 
for an examination into-the trouble with the 
engine, but there have been only two similar 
cases in the history of inclined planes here. In 
both the others the engine was got under con- 
trol before the cables were broken. 

IN THE OTHER CAR. 

Perhaps a more horrible condition of any ex- 
cept the pine of the descending car was that of 
the passengers on- the other car at the foot of 
the plane. They were locked in, as is always 
the case, and were compelled to await the 
coming of the other car and its inevitable 
crash beside them at the foot of the track.

MERCHANTS IN TROUBLE. 


A Large Firm in Waco is Embarrassed— 
Assets and Liabilities. 


Waco, Tex., October 15.—Tbe firm of Liss - 
berger, Solomon & LBGrown, wholesale dry 
goods and cotton factors, state that they are 
temporarily embarrassed, and today made a 
sale of their stocks of goods and store to H. B, 
Clafiin & Co., of New York, their principal 
creditors. Their other assets have been 
placed in the hands of a trustee who is 
empowered to collect and pay other credi- 
tors of tho firm. Liabilities are placed 
at about $950,000, with assets estimated at 
$1,200,000. Itis believed in business circles 
here that the firm can pay all their liaiblities 
in full if given time to realize on their assets. 
None of the banks or other business firms of 
this city are affected by the faiture, if such it 
may be called. The firm had been in business 
over fifteen years, and had an interest in sev- 
eral other business enterprises in this city and 
state. All of these are protected, and will go 
ahead as usual.

Fighting in Demara. 

Lonpon, October 15.—Advices from Bris- 
bane, Queensland, state that Sir William 
MacGregor, administrator of New Guinea, ac- 
companied by a party of twenty-two men, re- 
cently Janded on the island of Demara. A 
force of 250 natives made an attack upon the 
party, but after hard fighting they were 
tinally repulsed. When the natives retreated 
they left eleven of their number dead or 
wounded behind them.

The city has already voted a like 
amount to the eastern end of the line, Danville 
to Norfoik, and that end of the road, two hun- 
dred miles long, will soon be open for business. 
Work on the western extension will begin as 
soon as practicable and the line pushed to com- 
pletion. FBristol, Tenn., the probable western 
terminus of the line, telegraphed greetings to- 
day and assured Danville that Bristol would 
also subscribe $150,000 to the road.

THE EPISCOPALIANS. 


Discussion On Revision of the Prayer Book— 
Other Proceedings. 

Nrw York, October 15.—In the Episcopal 
copyention this morning the committee on 
canons presented its report, and asked to be 
discharged. They recommended the establish- 
ment of a board of regents on Christian educa- 
tion, toconsist of three members from the 
house of bishops, three from the house of del 
egates and one from the joint committee, the 
latter to act also as advocate, the committee to 
report at the next conyeution. The resolution 
was passed. 

Rey. Mr. Clark, of Michigan, thenfread the 
report of the committee on memorials of de- 
ceased members. Eulogies were readon all 
members who have died since the assembling 
of the last convention. 2 

The report of the committee on amendments 
to the constitution was then, at the request of 
Dr. Benedict, of southern Ohio, placed on the 
calendar and the committee discharged. 

A resolution was then passed requesting 
congress to pass a 

STRINGENT AND UNIFORM DIVORCE LAW 
for the District of Columbia and the territo- 
ries, and attention was called to the report of 
the late commissioner of labor, Carroll D. 
Wright, on the subject of divorce. 

The committee on prayerbook offered a res~ 
olution that morning and evening prayers 
should be printed in the same type as the rest 
of the service. 

At 11:55 the house proceeded to the consid- 
eration of the order of the day. 

Dr: Huntington then ascended the platform 
to speak on the subject of the report on litur- 
gical revision. - He announced that he divided 
his remarks under three heads—first, rhet 
orical— second, erroneous; and third, imagina- 
tive. He then proceeded to criticise the report 
severely. ! 

Rey. George M. Christian, of New York, one 
of the members who prepared the minority re- 
port, then arose. He spoke warmly against 
the further revision of the prayerbook. He 
was followed by Rev. Joseph N. Blanchard, of 
Michigan, who opposed further revision. 

At the close of his remarks a motion to ad- 
journ for lunch was carried. 

THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS 

at their session passed aresolution adopting 
prayers for rogation, or harvest season, for per- 
sons undertaking a journey, for unity, and for 
those who labor in gospel and for missions. It 
also adopted a thanksgiving clause for children 
recovering from sickness and returning from a 
journey. 

The resignations of two bishops was the most 
important incident in the session of the upper 
house. Bishop Bedell, of Ohio, and 
Bishop Williams, of Japan, were the two, 
and their resignations were referred to the 
proper committee. 

In the matter of the liturgical revision, the 
bishops did not concur with the lower house 
with regard to referring the hymnal over to 
the next convention for the reason that while 
they agreed in substances there were some 
provisions in the actions of the deputies 
which they thought advisable to modify. 

ON REVISING THE PRAYER BOOK. 

When the afternoon session of the conven- 
tion assembledRevy. Dr. Cornelius I. Swope, 
of New York, opened the debate on the pro- 
prosed revisio of the prayer book. He de- 
plored thes modern tendency te revise the 
prayer book, andjappealed to the meeting to 
stop it as sacrilegious. 

Rov. Dr. Sessums, of Louisiana, favored the 
revisiun and the minority report. He said 
there was more harmony ina the church since 
the work of revision was begun. 

tev. Dr. Noel advocated the adoption of

Dr. A. Holland, of Missouri, told the 
convention that no church could tell him 
what prayers to offer in the privacy of his 
family, and he protested against making a 
crazy quilt out of the prayer book. 

‘lam a low churchman,” he cried, “and I 
appeal to every low charchman to vote against 
this proposed revision.”’ 

Mr. Hill Burgin, of Pennsylvania, thought 
the majority report was at least worthy of con- 
sideration, and then Dr. Phillips Brooks ar- 
gued strongly in favor of revision. If an at- 
tempt to get nearer the truth could destroy a 
man’s faith, he thought such faith had better 
be destroyed. He sanctioned such changes as 
would keep the prayer book in living sym- 
pathy with the spirit of the age, 

A resolution proposing to give each side ten 
minutes in which to close debate was accepted. 
THE MAJORITY REPORT ADOPTED. 

At 4:50 the chairman ordered the vote which 
was taken amid much excitement. It was a 
vote by dioceses and the secretary announced 
the result as follows: Ayes, 39; noes 46; di- 
vided 12. The minority report was therefore 
lost and the report of the majority will come 
up for consideration tomorrow. 

The convention then adjourned for the day.

NEW YORK’S CHIEF EXECUTIVE AR- 
RIVED LAST NIGHT, 


AND A LARGE CROWD WELCOMED HIM 


The Reception That Was Tendered Him— 
Speaking at the Kimba!l—Incidents of 
Lively Evening in Atlanta. 


Governor Dayid Bennett Hill is a popular 
man. He has been given many a reception, 
but never one more enthusiastic than that of 
last night. 

The governor arrived in Atlanta a few min- 
utes before midnight. His train was first 
billed to come at 8 o’clock, later at 9:40, then 
came the news that it could not reach here 
until 10;30—and still it did not come. 

The Young Men’s Leagué was out in 
force. Room 104 at the Kimball, which was 
headquarters, was crowded all the evening 
after 6 o’clock and many a red-badged, red- 
hat young democrat was there to swell the 
crowd that was to yell for Hill. 

Some of the older boys grew impatient at 
the delay ; the younger ones didn’t. ‘The young 
’uns enjoyed the excitement, and as soon as an 
elder, who had a place in the front ranks, grew 


tired there was a fight for that place. 

And so it was that as the time for the arrival 
of the governor's train drew near the streets 
were still crowded and jammed with people.

<4 THE RATE ON LUMBER. 


A Charge of Discrimination in Freight 
Against the East Tennessee. 


Wasuincton, October 15.—The interstate 
commerce commission has, in an opinion by 
Commissioner. Morrison, announced its de- 
cision of the case of James & Abbott against 
the East Tennessee, Virginia aud Georgia 
Railroad company and others. This is com- 
plaint of transportation charges on lumber 
carried from Johnson City, Tenn., to Boston, 
Mass. The rate of which complaint is made 
is 38 cents per 100 pounds of lumber in carload 
for the distance of 911 miles. 
Though from the more distant points 
of Atlanta, Ga., twelve hundred and forty 
miles, the lower rate of 34 cents is charged, 
which is alleged to be iu violation of the 
fourth section of the act to regulate commerce, 
From Macon, Ga., to Bostog the rate is the 
» Same as from Johnson City, “417 miles shorter 
distance over the same line. 

The commission holds that combined rail 
and water competition at longer distance does 
not justify a greater charge for a shorter dis- 
tance, while the shorter distance is main- 
tained by the carrier at points where competi- 
tion is of greater force and more controlling 
than at a longor distance point. Such greater 
charge is not justified by the fact that local 
rates have been first paid on lumber 
to the longer distance points, nor by 
the fact that freight shipped in 
cars from longer distance points, which brought 
machinery to those points, and for which 
profitable return loads were not always to be 
had; nor bythe difference inthe bulk and 
value of lumber when published rate sheets 
put lumber in the same class and at the same 
rate. While the distance is not always a con- 
trolling element in determining what is a rea- 
sonable raee there is ordinarily no better 
measure of railroad service of carrying goods, 
and when the rate of freight charges over a 
line in sending freight carried from a neigh 
boring territory to the same market is consid- 
erably greater than over other lines for 
distances as long or longer. Such greater rate 
is held to be excessive and should be reduced. 
The rate on lumber from Johnson City to Bos- 
ton should not exceed 33 cents per 100 pounds.

Bleckley, C. J.—The declaration, when taken 
as a whole, showing that the suit was for ser- 
vices not actually rendered, but which the 
plaintiff was ready to render to the defendant 
under a contract of employment, but not al- 
leging that the contract was made with or by 
the defendant, or that the plaintiff was wrong- 
fully discharged, or that he objected to taking 
a rest when notified that he might do so, no 
cause of action is set forth, and there was no 
error in dismissing the action for that reason 
pn genera) demurrer to declaration.

Simmors, J.—1. The following charge was 
pot erroneous: ‘If you believe from the evi- 
dence that the plaintiff was directed by the 


* yard conductor to go in to make a coupling, and 


that he signalled the engineer to stop, and that 
the engineer stopped, and that the plaintiff, 
in the exercise of ordinary care and diligence 
on his part to avoid the injury, was proceeding 
to shifta coupling pin from a lower to a higher 
bumper in order to make a coupling, and that 
the engineer, without any notice to him and 
negligeutly, came back, and that the plaintiff's 
hand was caught and injured, the plaintiff 
would be entitled to recover.’’ This charge 
was not an expression of opinion as to what

(a) The medicine having been put upon the

cine to the person who was injured by its use, 
with instructions and directions as to how the 
same should be taken.

thorities of Fulton county to levy a tax to pay

Tiw Lunatic Asylum Appropriation. 

The third special order yesterday was Dr. 
Fe!ton’s bill for an appropriation to the lunatic 
asylum. 

Mr. Felton is chairman of the house com- 
mittee on the asylum. The original bill, based 


upon recommendations embodied in the report. 


of the asylum committee, called for $31,300. 
The appropriation committee cut this to 
$18,300. his was distributed as follows: 
$5,000 for the maintenance of the inmates, 
$5,000 to dig the artesizn well deeper, $3,000 
for storage room, $2,000 for new floors, fenc- 
ing, bedsteads and painting, and $3,300 for a 
new boiler. 

Dr, Felton made a strong speech, pointing 
out the necessity foreach item in the appro- 
priation. He remarked the great increase in 
the number of patients at the asylum. 

Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, proposed to 
strike out the item of $5,000 for completing the 
artesian well. Heargued that no artesian water 
had yet been reached, though a considerable 
sum of money had been spent in work upon it, 
and that it was uncertain whether water ever 
would be reached there. He thought it would 
be better to dig weils and putin pumps. That 
would cost less, and the money wonld be spent 
on a certainty. 

Mr, Gordon, of Chatham, agreed with the 
experts that the artesian well was better, and 
that the $5,000 would be well expended even 
ii there was some uncertainty in the work. 

After some further discussion the bill was 
passed as amended by the committee, without 
further chance. 

Sothe asylum gets $18,500—$5,000 of that 
for the artesian well.

TO EQUALIZE OIL INSPECTION FEES. 

An important bill, introduced by Mr. Atkin- 
son, of Coweta, passod the house yesterdoy. 

Its most important provision is that the in- 
spection fee per gallon is the same whether the 
oil comes in barnel or in larger bulk. This 
puts the smaller oil companies in better condi- 
tion to compete with the Standard Oil com- 

any. 

, The commissioner of agriculture appoints 
ten inspectors—at Atlanta, Savannah, Au- 
gusta, Macom, Columbus, Rome, Newman, 
Brunswick, Americus and Athens. Term of 
office, two years. For 200 gallons or over the 
fee is one cent per gallon, and under that one 
and one-half cents. 

The inspectors turn into the treasury one- 
third of all fees received in excess of $25, and 
shall turn into the treasury fall fees received 
after the amount allowed them (the inspectors) 
exceeds $125. 

That means no inspector’s salary shall ex- 
ceed $1,500. 

The income of the Atlanta inspector, it was 
stated yesterday, is $5,000. The bill cuts that 
over two-thirds. 

SPEECHES LIMITED. 

Upon motion of Mr. Davis, of Burke, 
speeches in the house hereafter are to be 
limited to ten minutes each.

IN THE NORTH CAROLINA MOUNTAINS 


A St. Louis Wanderer Describes an Inter- 


esting Region, 
From the St. Louis Republic, 

CHEROKEE County, N. C., September 25.— 
Few St. Louis residents, I apprehend, have 
ever seen anything or heard much of western 
North Carolina. Through George Egbert 
Craddock they have receiyed a more or less 
vivid impression of the beauty and grandeur 
of the Smoky Mountains of East 
Tennessee. The scenery in this 
state is not less interesting. 
The wilds of this part of it, between the Blue 
Ridge and Alleghenies, are only beginning to 
be penetrated by railroads, and are there- 
fore almost unknown to either the tourist or 
investor. Several roads are under construction 
and others are projected in the area between 
Chattanooga, Atlanta, Asheville and Knox- 
ville. The road from Asheville to Atlanta 
vin Murphy will bo completed in a few 
months. 

Many of the older residents here remembor 
the ‘‘intrusion,’”’ that is the invasion of this 
country by the goéld hunters over fifty years 
ago while the Cherokee Indians still inhabited 
these mountains. As the invaders of the 
Black Hills Indian reservation of Dakota 
were irresistible a fow years ago, so were the 
‘intruders’ of the Cherokee gold region of 
North Carolina, and the Indians were com- 
nelled to move on to make room for the gold 
hunter. 

Some of the Indians, however, have re- 
mained, probably 1,000. Their chief, Jarrett 
Smith, is three-fourths white, and his wife is 
a white woman. 

At Murphy, on a commanding hill, was a 
fort fifty-five years ago which was occupied 
by United States troops and for some time by 
General Winfield Scott as his headquarters. 
The hilltop is now overgrown with large trees. 
Murphy itself is at the confluence of three 
streams of considerable size, viz: The Upper 
Hiawassee, the Notla and the Valley rivers. 
The country is well watered, with gravel or 
rock bottom. limpid streams containing 
speckled trout. It is heavily timbered with 
white oak, chestnut, poplar and walnut. The 
variety of forest trees is extensive. 

Its principal farm product for export is to 
bacco, which is grown on the steep hillsides 
and up to the crests of the mountains. Each 
tobacco plant has twelve to fourteen leaves. 
The leaves ripen in ascending order, the low- 
est first, and they are pulled as they ripen. 
The lowest two are called *‘lugs,’’ and are used 
for cigarettes and other purposes where light 
tobacco is required. The next three or four 
are used for *“‘wrappers’’ for cigars. The next 
three or four are ‘‘smokers,’ and the top 
four are used for chewing tobacco. They are 
dried by slow fire in close ‘“‘barns’’ at from 90 
to 160 degrees Fahrenheit. The crops will 
average 20 to 22 cents per pound, but the farmers 
can barely earn a living atit. They are not 
doing as well as when they devoted themselves 
to raising corn, wheat, oats and live stock, and 
many of them have mortgaged their farms 30 
meet their obligations. 

Apples, peaches and pears grow luxuriantly. 
The peach trees are overburdened with fruit 
this year. Everywhere they are to beseen 
supported by props or broken down and 
wrecked as though they had been stricken by 
acyclone. I weighed two apples from one 
tree. One weighed one pound and three 
ounces and the other one and three-quarter 
pounds. Grazing is excellent. Before the 
war herds grass and other grasses prevailed, 
Just after the war Egyptian clover made its 
appearance, and it has now supplanted all 
wild grasses in the valleys and half way up 
the mountain sides. 

As to the topography, the mountainsides are 
steep and the valleys are narrow. The larger 
water courses fall prebably twenty-five to 
fifty feet per mile and the smaller ones fifty to 
one hundred feet, so that cheap and good 
water power may be had almost anywhere in 
the valleys. Water is abundant. The rain- 
fall exceeds fifty inches per annum. | 

Much gold mining and milling has been 
done in western North Carolina and northern 
Georgia. At Dahlonega the mines are worked 
now profitably, there being at the latter place 
sixteen stamp mills with from ten to sixty 
stamps each. These mills and mines receive 
their supply of water through a ditch thirty 
miles long. 


Diamonds, rubies and other have been 
found in western North Carolina, ‘while fine 
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The only corundum mines of this country are 
found here. This ntineral, which is next to 
diamond in hardness, is the emery of com- 
merce when pulverized. 

I had almost overlooked another product of 
this country, of waich you- sometimes hear, 
viz., moonshine whisky. My travels led me 
through unfrequented mountain byways a few 
days ago, when, to my surprise, I found myself 
ata still of the most primitive character. It 
was without roof or other shelter. It was in 
full blast, and the pale amber--colored fluid was 
trickling from the worm into a portable ten- 
gallon keg. There was no blood-curdling en- 
counter, and I was allowed to pr peace— 
fully on my way.

state. The contract, said he, is equally 
binding upon the state and the lessees, and 
the delivery of the road by the lessees inthe 
condition in which it was received, dis- 
charges the obligation of the lessees, and 
the state cannot legally or morally compel 
the lessees to do more than this. 

It isa plain, business-like statement of 
the position of the lessees, which must 
commend itself to fair-minded people every- 
where.

The other day a man at Tampa, Florida, 
was convicted of carrying’ Goneealed wea- 
pons. 7 

The verdict of guil{yavas expected, but 
the jury made a very unexpected recom- 
mendation of the prisoner to the mercy of 
the court. The ground of the appeal for 
mercy was that many persons superior in. 
station tu the defendant were permitted to 
go unpunished for the same offense. 

Of course the court paid no attentior to 
this singular request. But the Tampa jury 
ina blundering way mentioned one of the 
principal causes of lawlessness in this coun- 
try. Rich criminals generally escape the 
consequences of tlicir deeds. Occasionally 
one is punished, but in the majority of 
cases the offender goes scot free. Many a 
poor young man carries a pistol because his 
rich neighbor carries one. It is a bad rea- 
son to give for such a habit, but men are 
naturally imitative. Whenthe matter at- 
tracts the attention of outraged justice it 
does not pan out satisfactorily. The mil- 
lionaire carries his pistol and is not pun- 
ished; his penniless imitator carrics one 
and is smashed by the heavy hand of-the 
law. 

If such a state of affairs exists in Tampa 
the jury showed that it was dominated by 
a love of fair play. ‘The court, however, 
did right in carrying out the letter of the 
law. Still, it is unfortunate that in some 
localities the masses have reason to believe 
that our penal laws are directed against the 
poor and not against all classes of evil- 
doers. 


The Secret Ballot in Connecticut. 

The result of-the secret ballot system in 
Connecticut has caused such consternation 
in the republican ranks that there is a threat 
on the part of the capitalists of that state to 
have it repealed. 

In the first place, the mill-owners are as- 
tonished, because all of their employes seem 
to have suddenly developed a tendency to 
vote the democratic ticket. This is not 
altogether what the Connecticut mill- 
owners desire, and the papers sre full of 
communications from ‘Old Subscriber,’’ 
“Tax Payer’? and others, setting forth 
their grievances. 

In other words, the secret ballot in Con- 
necticut doesn’t seem to work well. ‘The 
mill-owners can no longer control their 
employes, and they are not at all satisfied. 
In Norwich the vote has entirely changed, 
and what bas heretofore been a ‘‘conserva- 
tive republican’? community is now demo- 
cratic. This change has greatly shocked 
the republicans, and there is now talk of 
repealing the secret ballot law. 

The republicans have been caught nap- 
ping, and they now want to pass a law that 


will give the mill-owners an opportunity to 
bulldoze their employes.

Medical and electrical experts differ about 
the new punishment. Some say that it is 
painless, Others say that it is torture. 
Every week or two we read of some poor 
fellow coming in contact with an electric 
wire, and howling in agony while his flesh 
sizzles until death ends his sufferings. It

It can be used 
as the means of wrecking every railroad in 
the limits of Georgia, and impecunious and 
unprinecipled lawyers can be found who will 
stir up a case. 

We print in another column some extracts 
trom the daily papers of the state; the 
weekly press is nearly as unanimous, They 
are outspoken in their opposition to this 
movement, and the men who vote for such 
a measure will have to answer to their con- 
stituents for it. 

The various bills and substitutes that have 
been proposed, and the speeches that have 
been made against them, will be printed in 
pamphlet form and distributed among the 
people, so that they will be fully informed 
on this subject. When this is done it will 
be seen what an outrage it isto push such 
a measure when our state is go prosperous, 
and our cities and towns along the lines of 
our railroads are increasing in wealth and 
population as they are today.

She is the daughter of a Georgia planter, and ran 
away from home when 14 years old and married 
Captain Wallingford, from whom she obtained a 
divorce. She isi said to have had six husbands 
since then. degth and divorce freeing her as often 
assheliked. She wasa lobbyist at Washington at 
one time, and afterward a claimant for over a 
million dollars) again-t the government. She was 
backed by President Johnson and the late Colouel 
Tom Scott, of Peunsylvania, but did not succeed. 
Mrs. Wallingford bas stcod trial in Philadelphia 
and in Boston tor blackmailing and horse stealing, 
and in this city for bigamy.

FAMINE IN DAKOTA, 


One Section of That Fruitful Land Where 
the People Are Unclad and Starving. 


St. Pau, Minn., October 14.—Owing to the 
extreme droutb, there was a failure of crops in 
Ramsey county, Dakota, and in consequence over 
one hundred familivs are reported to be without 
any means of subsistence during the coming win- 
ter. Two jady delegates; Mrs. N. Keliner, presi- 
dent, and Mrs, C. N. Pickering, secretary, of the 
Ramsey County Relief committee, have arrived in 
St. Paul to personally urge the cause of the sufferers. 

Mrs. Kellner says dozens of men, women and 
children are without shoes or stockings, and many 
of the little ones have no other covering than an 
ordinary gunny sack with holes cut for the head 
andarms. For weeks these people have been sub- 
sisting upou roots or herbs, until now their supplies 
are wholly exhausted. Some flour has been sent in 
from the outside, but not enongh to give each of the 
families a supply for even one batch of bread. Un- 
less relief is received very soon many must die of 
hunger.

Should Kill the Olive Bill. 

From the Macon Telegraph. 

The Olive bill is opposed by those men in 
Georg:a who have the staie’s interest most at heart, 
and whose knowledge and experience are wide 
enough to inform them what those interests are. 
They are opposed to unrestrained railroad monopo- 
lies with the power to arbitrarily increase rates and 
practice unjust discrimination, but they have a keen 
appreciation of the jact that railroads are the wealth 
producing agencies of our modern civilization, and 
are willing to do. nothing that will retard their ex- 
tension. They believe that a law preventing 
changes of ownership.or management which might 
be imperatively demanded by the conditions of the 
railroad business would retard their growth, if not 
entirely stop it. For protection against the evils 
which the Olive bill is intended to present, they 
prefer to depend on the reguiating power of the 
commissions which aiready exist under both state 
and national laws, with amp'e power to entorce any 
reasonable rules they may establish. 

The publicasa whole is interested in the rates 
charged by the railroads—not inthelr ownership. 
They may be owned in New York, Kamtcatka, orat 
home, or by one company or two dozen, and the 
effect on the people of Georgia is the same if their 
rates are reasonadly and justly fixed. That they 
shall be reasonable and just the law-making power 
has undertaken to guaraniee, and, whoever owns 
the roads, they are subject to the power of the com- 
mission. 

The object of the Olive billis toinsure competi- 
tion atnoug roads already in existence, with the 
hope that com) etition will insure just and reasona- 
ble rates. Itis an attempt, therefore, to do indi. 
rectly exactly wnat the railroad commissions effect 
directly; todo in an uncertain, fortuitous way what 
by the commissions can be done simply and cer- 
tainly. If the bill should pass we believe Georzia 
will never again lead the states of the union inthe 
numberof miles of new road constructed, as she 
has done this year, forthe passage of the bill will 
te notice that railroad owners in Georgia will not 
be permitted to adjust themselves to the couditions 
imposed by state regulation of their traffic, The 
Olive bill shouid be promptly and effectually killed 
in the interest oi the peopie of Georgia,

Governor Hill, accompanied by his friends, 
Governor Gordon, Senator Colquitt, Mayor 
Glenn and the directors, under escort of Gov- 
ernor Gordon’s staff and the Governor’s 
Horse Guards, will start for the exposition 
this morning at ten o’clock, and will proceed 
direct to Piedmont park.

Gordon will repair to the reviewing stand, 
where he and Governor Hill and Mayor Glenn 
will review tho troops, and the awards of 
prizes for state, interstate and squad drills will 
be made. 

After the prizes are awarded and the review 
is dismissed, Governor Hill and his party will 
return to the city. i 

The desire of the people to meet Governor 
Hill is so great that it has been decided that he 
is to hold receptions in five different places 
this evening. He will, therefore, receive at 
the executive mansion, at Mr. J. H. Porter’s, 
at Mr. H. W. Grady’s, at Mr. Walker In- 
man’s, and at Mrs. Harwood’s. The receptions 
wiil jast from 7:30 probably until nearly mid 
night. 

On Thursday morning Governor Hill and 
some of his friends will be breakfasted by 
Governor and Mrs. Gordon at the mansion; 
General Pat Collins and others of the party, by 
Mr. and Mrs. Julius Brown; Hon. Roswell P.

At twelve o’clock on Thursday, the senate 
and the house in special session—although it 
is Thanksgivings Day, will receive Governor 
Hill and his friends in separate houses. At 
two o’clock a complimentary reception will 
be tendered Governor Hill and his friends by 
the Capital City Club, Major Livingston 
Mims, presiding. and Mr. Charles Crankshaw 
as chairman of the reception committee.

Death of an Indian Woman Last Night in 
Atlanta. 

Afar from home. 

Reh Winnie, wife of He-wo-ah, second chief 
of the Comanches, died at the exposition 
grounds yesterday evening at ten o’clock. 

Aftera long and excrutiating illness she 
passed away, surronnded by friends, paleface 
and savage alike, who all mourned her loss. 

Reh Winnie was a beautiful indian woman, 
between twenty-three and twenty-five years 
of age, and was always a friend to the white 
people who lived near the reservation. 

She was taken from the reservation last 
summer, when the “Wild West show’ first 
started through the country. and with her 
was her little girl. 

When she became ill her whole conversation 
was in regard to her white friends, and she 
expressed herself as loving them and haying 
been kindly treated by them as long as she 
lived. 

Local physicians were called, but she refused 
to take the medicine prescribed. After 
her death shé was sent to Swift’s un- 
dertaking establishment, and her body 
was embalmed, and will be sent, to the reser- 
vation today. 

The Indians will hold their usual ceremonies 
over the body at nine o’clock this morning, 
after which it will be sent to the old home in 
the west. 

The woman wasa general favorite, and was 
very fine looking for an indian. Her hair 
reached to her waist, and was the prideof the 
tribe.

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JUDGE HOOK HAS A WORD. 


HE TALKS ABOUT SCHOOL-COMMIS- 
SIONERS AND THEIR WORK. 


What,.the Generali Assembly Has Done for 
Pablic Schools and What it Will Do—Some 
Interesting Figures. 

Judge Hook is particularly proud of the fol- 
lowing letter, which he shows to visitors to 
his department: 


OFFICE CoUNTY ScHooL CoMMISSIONER, STEWART 


Co., Ga.—Hoon. J, 8. Hook, State School Commis- 
sioner: Dear Sir—As required, I hereby certify that 
public schools have been established by the board 
of education in all parts of Stewart county for the 
present year, 1889—not a schoolhouse left unoccus 
pied. Respectfully, E. F. KIRKSEY, 
County School Commissioner. 

October 9, 1889, 

“Here is a report,” gontinued Jadge Hook, 
“the like of which I want to see from every 
county in the state, and it will be so before 
long if the legislature takes no step backward 
in their educational policy. This 
school commissioner is doing his whole duty 
and takes just pridein it. Almost all of them 
in the 137 counties, are doing likewise. All 
that is needed is more money. The people do 
not object to, but rather desire a moderate in- 
crease of taxation for public schools, because 
well they know that all the wealth of Georgia 
comes from their labor, and they know 
further that this sort of tax comes back to 
them in the education of their 
children and the enlightenment of 
their homes; and that unlike almost any other 
form of taxation, it goes not away from them, 
but stays and circulates in their midst. 

From the usual ‘sources heretofore devoted 
to the public schools, together with the poll 
tax and the new appropriation of $165,000, and 
that further amount already given to thepub'ic 
schools through that wise and patriotic amend- 
ment by Judge Hall to the general tax law, 
whereby the tax on all the taxable property of 
the state in excess of $360,000,000 should go to 
the public schools. While the excess was not 
as large as expected by Judge Hall, still it was 
over $20,000,000, and after deducting all ex- 
penses of collection, will net $50,656.08. This 
goodly amount I had hoped would be, ty 
special act at this present session, utilized 
so as tw pay all those’ teachers 
who, animated and encouraged 
by the recent action of the general assembly, 
took the risk of teaching an additional month, 
and hence took contracts for a four months’ 
term instead of a three months’ term. This 
ought to be, since it is tax coming in this fall 
and belongs to the public schools by the terms 
of the act. 

While the expectation has been general all 
over the state that this general assembly 
would do still raore for the public schools,noth- 
ing would surprise or disappoint the whole 
people more than for the legislature to divert 
any portion of the school fund away from its 
legitimate educational channels. 

The whole amount of the fund, as now appa- 
rent, less the $5,000 arising from fees for in- 
specting fertilizers, which has been appropri- 
ated to the experimental farm, foots up about 
thus:

While there has been some talk of repealing 
Judge Hall’s amendmentand thus throwing 
this tifty-odd thousand dollars of the school 
fund back into the common fund in the treas- 
uary of the stute, a legislature which has sig- 
nalized itself as the friend of general education, 
will be very slow in even consider- 
ing a proposition to take away 
this amount from the school children of 
the state, to whom it has been given and now 
belongs, byitsown solemn act. No legisla- 
ture in my recollection has had so many and 
such grave and important questions and poli- 
cies, demanding wise, honest aud patriotic so- 
lution, as the present one; and it would have 
proven revreant to duty, had the members in 
any way ignored these grave and important 
matters or acted hastily upon them, to get 
back to their individual and 
home interests. I believe they will and 
ought to remain untilf the lease of the 
Wostern and Atlantic railroad is adjusted and 
all other railroad issues and policies are acted 
upon, and last, but not least, until they have 
done all that may now possibly be done, to 
dispel illiteracy from our state, aud thus let 
the world see that the wise Senaca’s saying is 
the sentiment of Georgia’s representatives. 

“Tonorance is but adull remedy: for evils.” 

“A great educational need in Georgia is two 
normal colleges, one for the whites and one 
for the colored. If the legisJature will give 
us these, it will be a superb windiug up of 
their already splendid record in behalf of 
education in Georgia. And I am assured 
that Dr. Curry, the very able and great! 
distinguished agent of the Peabody fand, 
will give very liberal assistance. He 
is a Georgian by birth; attached 
to the home of his nativity, and 
with both his big brain and big heart enlisted 
deeply in her educational advancement, which, 
after all, is her highest interest. 

“T regret that his great speech, delivered 
before the last session, docs not continue to 
bear still more fruit and give us still more 
vigorous and complete measures for educating 
all the children of the state, In that speech 
he uttered this great truth: 

‘-*The success of every nation, its progress 
and wealth, have been in exact proportion to 
the instruction and discipline of the masses, 
and he was a wise statesman of France who 
affirmed that the nation which has the best 
schools is the greatest nation, if not today, it 
will be so tomorrow.’ ”’

Reply to Ex-Governor Bullock. 

Epitors CONSTITUTION: Goyernor Bullock 
was so kind and prompt as to say his part in the 

ease was not delayed, please assure him that your 

correspondent did not accuse him of delay. Isim- 
ply said it was a “delayed concern” like the present 
one. 

The fault to be found with Governor Bullock is 
the hastein which he made a disposition of the 
state’s property afterit reached his hands. Heis 
right when he said there was no delay. Can he say 
there was no haste, when all the lessees are in doubt’ 
as to whether the thing was born on Saturday night 
at midnight or on the morning of Sunday? 

Like many other hybrids, its nativity was much 
mixed as totime and quality. The effort to hide 
the hour and the way ofits birth seemed to prevail, 
Eh! Hon. B. H. Hill was an extremely frank but 
cautious man in his statements, and he says the 
ex-governor desired to ‘‘soak’’ the lease until he 
could be better pleased in a lease company—and 
Governor Bullock tells us he has forgotten that 
speech. It is proper to refresh his memory a little 
further and tell him where he can read the fuli 
text ofthe discourse. On page 118, of the report 
made by Jadge Wim. Reese, chairman, you will 
find the beginning of Hon. B. H. Hill’s lease testi- 
mony. Richer reading has rarely fallen under my 
vision. I would not consent to exclude the ex-gev~ 
ernor from my enjoyment of the 
subject for any reasonable sum. 
He says Blodgett had a bil! before the legislature for 
$500,000 to put the State road in order, and that bill 
was intended to help the sale of the,road. 

[N. B.—Some think there is amovent now on foot 
to belp the sale of the road, Blodgett could tell if 
he was here}. 

Hill testified he “was exceedingly averse toallow- 
ing Bullock to lease the road if it conld be avoided, 
Heard ncthing more of the measure until I saw 
Governor Bollock had advertised for bids. On the 
%th I heard ofthe arrival of Senator Cameron and 
General Delano—and I wasinyvited to their room, 
* * sought an interview with Governor Bullock, 
the first time I had ever spoken to him, I told him 
that rumor was abroad that Chief Justice Brown 
wasto have aninterest. Isaid ifit were true l’d 
fight it tothe last in every form possible. For the 
first time I discovered there was no good 
feeling between Governor Brown and 
Governor Bullock. On Saturday, 24th, 
some one told me Governor Bullock was 
not going to lease the road to anybody. I went to 
see him. Hesaid he didn’t want to lease to any- 
body; he wented itto ‘soak!’ He said Governor 
Brown told him, having advertised he was obliged 
to lease the road, and he asked meif he was obliged 
to doit. On Saturday night the parties came to 
terms. I did not intend any state official should 
bave an interest in the iease, andI required Gov- 
ernor Brown should put down on paperthe name 
of every man who should have an interest in it.”

the public” or not, your publication was calculated 
to damage me, and my character is more to me and

The facts in the case are these: In the discharge 
of my duty as deputy marshal for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia, I had arrested. first, a brother of 
Miss Smith while operating an illicit distillery con- 
cealed, as far as practicable, in a deep ditch at the 
head of a fishpond on the premises of his father, T. 
W. Smith. Afterwards I arrested T. W. Smith for 
carrying on another illicit distillery in his garden, 
connected with the chimney of his dweiling house. 
and again found on a branch near the residence of 
T W. Smith where another illicit distillery had 
been operated. On another occasion I went to the 
house of T. W. Smith, father of the Miss Smith, to 
serve him with a subpcena, I was never at 
his house or on the premises ex- 
cept as aboye stated, and never even 
saw the women, or any one of the women of his 
household, except when I served the suppona. I 
then saw two women in his house, only bowed re- 
specifully to them, served the subpoena and left. I 
had no other acquaintance with Miss Smith; never 
spoke to her, nor did I know her by sight or that I 
ever saw hier, unless she was oue of the women in 
T W. Smith’s house. I prosecuted, as was my 
duty, toth the Smiths—that is, furnished ali the 
evidence to the district attorney to convict. The 
Smiths lost in the operation and are mad, and 
moreover, | imagine, would like to have me out of 
their way, for they are chronic cases, and know 
that if I can they will be detected if I remain in 
office.

The Unconstitutional Act—A Card From Mr. 
Ellis. 


Epitors Constitution: In your report of | 
the supreme court decision in thé mandamus case 
of myselfand Mr. H. C, Glenu against the county | 
and the comments thereon your reporter does us) 
injastice, ‘This, I am sure, was unintentional on | 
his part. 

ihe fees of asolicitorare fixed by law, Every 
item in the cost bill of Mr. Glenn and myself is in 
the exact sum named in the co ie. 

These bills were examined, oneness and ordered 
paid by the presiding judge at the time’ the service 
was rendered. The ouly reason they were not paid 
was beeause there was net money enough on ban 
to pay them. 

The unpaid balances are jast as honestly earned 
and fuily due as those parts of the accounts paid. 

On the merits of those claims, after a full hearin 
before two commifitees of the legislature, ecapesed 
ofable and impartial members of the bouse and 
senate. there was not a dissenting yoie. 

These insolvent costsare due us for convicting 
vagabonds and thicvea, who, being unableto pay, 
weut to the changang and worked for this county, 
and Fulton county has truthfully boasted that it 
has received at least a quarter of a million dollars 
benefit from the labor of convicts, furnished 
entirely from the city court of Atlanta. For the 
service rendered in prosecutions, which re-united 
not only to the peace and good order of the county, 
but to its material prosperity, we thought, and still 
think, we ought to be paid at leasta part of those 
bills which the law prescribed as the value of our 
services, 

it has been a common thing in Georgia to pay ia- 
solvent costs to solicitors. By the act of 187— insol- 
vent costs were paid toHon. E. P. Howell, former 
solicitor. By act of 1874 provision was made to pay 
the insolvent costs due w Hon, J. T. Glenn, solici- 
tor-general. In 1872 an act was passed to pay the 
inso:vent costs due the solicitor-general of the 
Macon circuit, andl am informed that the insol- 
vent costs due Hon, T. J. Simmons, once solicitors 
general, and now supreme court judge, were paid 
outof the county treasury. This information is 
givon me by an ex-county commissioner of Bibb 
county and I have not time to look up the act au- 
thorizing it, In 188lasettlement of the insolvent 
costs of Hon. Howard Van Epps, former solicitor 
and now judge of the city court, was authorized, 
The statute books abound in such instances and the 
money was paid out of the county treasuries, and, 
of course, the people were taxed to pay it. 

I think these cosis were properly earned by the 
distinguished gentlemen named aud that they were 
properly paid,and lonly refer tothem to show 
that the payment of insolvent costs is no new thing 
and we had many precedents worthy of emulation, 
The facts herein presented were known to our vig- 
ilant and able representatives and with the know!- 
edge that other gentlemen had been paid, and 
being convinced of the justice of our claims, they 
favored a reasouable adjusiment of them. 

When the bill in question was up before the leg- 
islature the county attacked itas unconstitutional, 
but it passed the scrutiay ofable lawyers and was 
approved by the governor. We bad also the opin- 
ion of other able coupsel to the same effect. Among 
them Colonel N. J. Hammond, the best lawyer oi: 
the Atlanta bar. Marshall J. Clarke, our pure, 
able, and fearless judge, decided the act constitu- 
tional, and with such backing we thought our 
claim not only just but legal, and we followed it to 
the supreme court with great confidence. 

The supreme court say the act is unconssitutional 
and now we kuow itis, but this is the first time 
we have knowu itor suspected it, else we should 
never have sought the passage of sucha law. 
When Alexander the Great cut the ‘Gordian Knot” 
the fellowthat saw the operation knew that the 
harness of Gordius was parted. 

When Columbus made the egg stand on end the 
fellow whosaw it knew it was standing, We see 
itdecided that the actin question is unconstitu- 
tional, and now we know it. 

For myself, I desire to say that I helped to kill 
the goose that laid the golden eggs. When I was 
solicitor Mayor English informed me that he in- 
tended to break up gaming in Atlantaif the courts 
would stand upto him; that one effect he knew 
would be to ruin my office, and that result he re 
gretted. He kuew that the fines and forfeitures 
were nearly all raised from gambling cases. I told 
him to go ahead, and I would help him with all 
my might, if I never made another dollar out of 
my office. Gambling was brokep up by my help, 
and there were no fines to ;ay my costs for convict- 
ino thieves and vagabonds to work for the county, 
and hence my claims tor insolvent costs, whieh 
wouid otherwise haye been paid.

Some Interesting Facts. . ie 

Pprrors Constitution: (1) What is the per 
capita revenue and indebtedness of the United 
States? (2) Are savings banks increasing in num- 
ber? SEVERAL READERS, 

According to Bradstreet’s, it appears tbat the rev- 
enue of the government amounted in 1888 to $6.32 
per capita of population. The expenditures of th 
government, not including payment of the national 
debt, amounted to $4.47 per capita. The nationa 
debt per capita amounted to $17.71, and the interest 
thereon to 65 cents. The duties collected on im- 
ports amounted to $3.47 per capita, and the internal 
revenue amounted to $2.07 percapita. The aver- 
age ad valorem rates of duty on all imports 1n 1888 
amounted to thirty per cent, and the average 
ad valorem rates on all dutiable imports 
amounted to 45.68 per cent. The per capita 
estimates above given are based upon an estimate 
of a population of 60,018,000, made by the late actu- 
ary of the treasury department, This estimate is, 
in all probability, toolow. An increase of the fig- 
ure for population would, of course, require a slight 
reduction in the per capita estimates. The statis- 
tics regarding savings banks overa period of five 
years shows a steady growth in the number of de- 
posits alld in the aggregate amount of deposits, with 
but a sligh change in the average amount due each 
depositor, For example, in 1887-88 the aggregate 
deposits amounted to $1,364,196,550, the number of 
depositors amounted to 3,838,291, and the average 
amount due each depositor was $355.41, as compared 
with aggregate deposits of $1,073,294,955, depositors 
numbering 3,015,955, and an average deposit of 
$355.96 in 1883-84, ]

Senator Brown was the central figure in. an 
Interesting picture in the seuate chamber yes- 
terday. He appeared before the committee 
Nppointed to receive from the State road 
lessees their propositions, if they have any. 
for the settlement of the differences between 
the road and the state. 

Governor Brown read his statement, which 
was: 

WESTERN AND ATLANTIC RAILROAD Com- 
PANY, PRISIDENT’S Orrick, ATLANTA, Ga., October 
15, 1839.—Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Joint 
Committee : On the 27th day of December, 1870, the 
governor of Georgia, under the authority of an act 
of the legtsiature, leased the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, with all its houses, workshops, depots, 
rolling stock and appurtenances ef every character, 
for the {ull term of twenty vears from that date, to 
@ Company known asthe Western and Atlantic rail- 
road company, whose interests as presidentof the 
company I desire to protect, and other agents and 
attorneys of the company and ot those interested in 
jt are here to aid in its protection. 

Under the contract the lessees are bound to pay 
into the treasnry of the sta'e of Georgia for the use 
ofthe state monthly at theend ofeach month, a 
rental of $25,000.00 during the continuance of the 
Jease; also to return said road and its appurtenances 
at the exoiration, termination or forfeiture of the 
lease in as good condition as it was when received 
by said company from the said state under this 
lease. 

The act uniter which the Jease was made makes 
ita cause of forfeiture ifthe company fails to pay 
the rental within twenty daysatter the end of each 
Month. andin these two items rest the cbligations 
of the lease so far as the lessees are concerned. In 
other words, underthe contract the 925,000.00 for 
rental per month must in every case be paid into 
the treasury within twenty days after the expira- 
tion of the month, and this has been done in every 
case wilhout exeeption. The lease act 
in that case declared in substance that the 
minimum rental should “be $25,00000 per 
month. The company who are now the lessess, be- 
lieving that that was a full and fair price to pay tor 
the use of the road, took itin its then condition for 
twenty years atand has paid the $25,000 per month 
rental. 

Another company made a bidin which the-law 
was notermntied with, and nosuch surety as was 
required by ihe act of the legislature was offered. 
The Central railroad being the surety named on 
their bond declined toassume the responsibility 
fer thatcompany, and by its authorized agents de- 
clared that the company had no right to use its 
name in connection with the suretyship. 

But on accountofthe larger amount bid by the 
rival company withont complying with the law, 
and for other reasons not necessary here to men- 
tion a strong opposition sprang up to the lease 
afterithad been granted by the governor tothe 
present‘company. That opposition ended fn an ins 
vestiga'ion of the lease by the general assembly cf 
this state. and aftera thorouch and careful exami- 
nation ofthe whole question the general assembly 
passed a resolution confirming the lease. 

So that it was made by authority ofan act passed 
by a republican general assembly and signed bya 
republican governor, and afterwards endorsed and 
confirmed by a democratic general assembly anda 
democratic governor. 

Have the terms of that lease been faithfully com- 
lied with by tne lessees? Nearly nineteen years 
ave expired, and the company has paid into the 
reasury of the state as rental over five million and 

a halfdollars in cash, Every requirement which 
the contract authorized the state to make upon the 
lessees has been promptly met and honestly and 
fairly complied with. I believe that no one alleges 
tnat the lessees have been direlictin their duty, or 
that they have failed to comply thus far hon- 
estly with their contract with the atate. 
They have paid the rental promptly and have 
kent the road in a splendid condition. 

What is the obligation they assumed on their part 
when the leuse conjract was executed? 

They obiicated themselves to pay intothe treas- 
ury of the state of Georgia for the use of the state 
monthly and at the end of each month a rental of 
$25,000 during the continuance of this lease. This 
is the first oblication. Nobody dentes that this has 
been fairly and fully complied with so faras the 
lease has run, But there follows another obligation, 
and there seems to be some dispute as to what is the 
obligation of the lessees in that particular. 

The act of thelegisiature and the contract add: 
“Also to return the road andits appurtenances at 
the expiration. termination or forfeiture of this 
lease in as good condition as it was in when received 
by said company from ssid state under this lease.’’ 

Mark the language: “In as cond condition as it 
was in when received by said company from said 
Btate,”’ 

The word ‘“‘condition’’ isthe pivotal word, if I 
may use the expression, upon which the obligation 
of the companrand of the state rest under the con- 
tract. The company binds itself to return the road 
how? Greutly improved or in line with railroad 
improvements known at the termination of the 
lease? No, nothing of it. It binds itself merely to 
return the road “in as good condition as it was in 
when received, etc.” 

Not in a worse condition, for that would not be a 
Compliance withthecontract on the part of the 
company. forthe company has agreed to return it 
in as good condition as they reeeived it. Not in a 
better condition, forthis would not be in accor- 
Gance withthe obligations of the state, for the 
state has boun’ itself solemnly by contract to re- 
ceive it if tendered in as good condition as it was 
when received, etc, If the company returns tho 
road and its appurtenances in a 
worse condition than it was in when it was 
received it failsto comply with the contract on its 
part, and must make upthe difference between the 
road in its worse condition and what it would be if 
it were in as good condilion as when received. 

If the demand of the state is to receive the road 
back ina better condition than it was in when re- 
ceived by the Jessees by such requirement the state 
violates the contract on its part, for the agreement 
Between the lessees andthe _ state, by 

the lessees are bound to return 

good condition, as they received 

it necessarily carries with it the obligation on the 

part ofthe state to receive itewhen tendered back 

at the expiration of the leave in as good condition 

as when received. Thestate has no moreright to 

receive the road back ina bettercondition than 

when it was received by the lessees than the com- 
pany has to return 't in a worse condition. 

So that the word “condition” is the important 
word. Thecompany is to return the roadin as 
good condition asit was when it received it, and 
the state is to receive it from the company in as 

Oicondition as when it was received by the 
essees, though in no better condition. It has no 

right to demand that it bein better condition, and 
itisasmucha violation of the contract for the 
state to demand the return of the road ina better 
condition than when it was received asit would be 
for the less2es to offer to return itin a worse condi-~- 
tion than it was in when it was received. 

Toaid in carrvinge out this lease contract the 
lease act required the governor of the state to ap 
point a commission of three railrorzd men of ex peri- 
ence who should examine the road and its anpurte- 
mances and should make ont in writing a schedule 

rinventory of same. carefully describing and set- 

cer forth the true condition of the road 
and its rolling stock, appurtenances’ and 
yperty of every charecter which shall 
recorded in the office of the secre- 
tary of state and filed in the execnutivo office, and in 
ease the road and its rolling stock and appurtenan- 
ces were not returned at the expiration, termina- 
tion or forfeiture of the lease in as good condition as 
when reccived. the company and their sureties on 
their bond should be liable to make good the differ- 
ence to the state. 

Thus you will see. gentlemen, that the legislature 
was careful to have the then condition of the road 
looked into and to provide the means of ascertain- 
ing at the end of the lease whether the lessees re- 
turned the road in as good condition as they found 


t. 

A written sehedule or inventory was made by 
the commissioners, returned to the secretary of 
state, recorded in his office and filed in the execu- 
tive offic: where they can be consulted at 
any time, and the fact can be ascertained 
Qs to what was the then true 
condition of the Western and Atlantic railroad and 
its appnrtenances. So that the state has been care- 
ful to preserve the evidence upon which it can 
readily be ascertained whether she on her part and 
the lessees on their part comply honestly and faith- 
fully with the contfact entered into between them. 

Under that contract the lessees must return the 
road in as good condition as they received it. We 
received a certain number of engines. We may not 
be able to return those identical engines, as many 
of those received from the state are so badly worn 
by this time that nothing is left of them except the 

, on each of which, however, much better 
mew engines have been built. We have, say, twenty 
excelient engines more than we received from the 
state. It is our duty to return the same number we 
received from the state in exactly the same condi- 
tion we received them, and if we cannot do that to 
approximate it as nearly as possible, and by ar- 
rangement we might sometimes return one good 
engine in the place of two or three that were worn 
out and condemned atfthe time we took the road; 
but if the state prefers it. we are ready on our 

t to comply litera)ly with the contract, of which 
we sball not complain, and we will return to her at 
the end of the lease the same number of engines we 
received in the same condition that we received 
them, and the same number of cars we received in 
the same eondition in which we received them. 
Whatever surplus we may have over will belong 
4o the Western and Atlantic Railroad company, and 
I me that no lawyer who values his reputation 
will insist that the state has the right to take them 
from us without paying for them merely because we

with other improvements made by the lessees. 

For instance, we have done most of the grading and 
the cross-ties andthe iron on twenty-three or 
ee miles of additional side-tracks which was put 
down by our company for its own convenience. 
‘The oondition of the road when we received it as to 
side-tracks was worse by twenty-three miles say, 
than it is now. As we are to return it in the same con- 
dition in which we received it, what a Doe, 
te to Claim that these additional side- tracks be- 


her? : 
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| state had at the period of the lease. in th : 
dition they were at that time. wo cowply with our 
coutract in Jeiter and in spirit, and the state ts 
bound to receive the road with the sidetracks exist~ 
ing in as good coudition as they were at the time of 
the lease, or she repudiates the contract on her part. 

Can the state atiord to do this? Con the people of 
Georgia put themselves in the position before the 
civilized world where they violate the sacred obii- 
gations of a fair contract, which bas been made and 
approved by all the sanctions mentioned in the 
commencement of these remarks? 

But lam awarethatit has been said by many 
persons who oppose the payment of our just claim, 
that the lessees have made a good deal of money 
tag woneel and that if the state owes them any 

gat not t 4 , 
non praca Opay them; that they pave 

While I admit that the lessees have made mouey 
out of the lease, I insist that they had the right to 
make it; that they made it honestly and fairly; that 
they made it by fabor and toil and the use of capi- 
tal and mental power; that they made it in strict 
accordance with their contract with the state, 
complying with it in every particular as far as the 
time has run, and ready tocomply with it to the 
last moment both in letter and spirit. 

The gentlemen composing the Western and At- 
lantic Railroad com ny, leaving out my humble 
self, was an extraordinary body of men: Ido not 
presume that such another their equal in every 

rticular could have been organized in the United 

tates at the time the lease was obtained. We had 
some of the most distinguished railroad men north 
or south as members of the company. 

Thomas A. Scott. who might be sald to stand at 
the head of our company, stood equally well bal- 
anced at the head of the railroad fraternity in the 
ey Amerioa. He had no superior; he 
a gg peer. Mr, Scott represented the northern 


John P, King, the old Nestor of railroad men in 
the south, had the advice of William M. Wadley 
whenever he desired it. William & Holt, presi~ 
dent of the Southwestern railroad company; Ed- 
mund W, Cole, president of the Nashville, Chat 
tanooga and St. Louis system: Thomas Allen, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis and Iron Mountain sysiom at 
the time; Andrew J. White, president of the Macon 
and Western railroad, all presenting an array of 
railroad ability and capacity not to be surpassed at 
that time anywhere ijn the union. 

H. B. Piant, president of the Southern Express 
and William «B, Dinsmore, pres- 
ident of the Adams Express company, were the 
two strongest business men in that line probably in 
the union. 

Then in reference to business men who had a pro- 
fession otherthan that of railroading, William T. 
Walters, of Baltimore, Simon Cameron, of Pennsyl. 
vania, William B. Johuson and William & Holt, of 
Macon, Ga., 'John T. Grant, Richard Peters and 
William C. Morrill, of Atlanta, each of these men 
stood pre-eminent in his profe:sion either as a rail- 
road man or general business man, to say nothing 
of a number of others whose names might be men- 
tioned; but this was not all 

The company contained men of national distinc- 
tion who were fully competent to fill with great 
credit to themselves and advantage to the country 
the first =e inthe government of the United 
States. I refer to Alexander H, Stephens and Ben- 
jamine H, Hill, of Georgia, who at the period of the 
lease and for some considerable time afterwards 
were both members of the company. 

Now, gentlemen, read the schedule filed in the 
secretary of state’s office giving in detail the condi- 
tion of the Western and Atlantic railroad and its 
appurtenances, and then look at the array of talent, 
ability and character which I have mentioned as 
lessees, and tell me if it was to be expected that 
such @ company ofsuch emg ability would 
take the road in its then condition, give a bond for 
eight millions of dollars for the prompt payment of 
the rental and for its return in as good con- 
dition as when the company received it, and 
who would have given their tal- 
ent, time and attention, and the use of their money 
whenever it was necessary to maintain the com- 
pany and to run‘the road mer ¢ the lease. and who 
at the end of the lease will have paid into the 
treasury of the state of Georgia for the use of the 
road for twenty yeargthe sum of six million dol- 
lars. | say, was it to be supposed that such an array of 
splendid talents would step in and take an old, 
broken-down road oO 1388 miles, which 
had already been ruined by litical maneu- 
vering, put it in ai splendid condition, 
aud pay the state over six miilions of 
rental for the use of it for twenty years without the 
prospect of making money and a large sum of 


‘money? 


The men mentioned, if they had turned their at- 
tention to other pursuits,could doubtiess have made 
a great deal more money than they have accumu- 
lated as profits under the lease of the Western and 
Allantic railroad. There are plenty of instances in 
New York and elsewhere of men, who, during that 
period, engaged in other pursuits and _  specu- 
lations, who have accumulated many millions of 
dollars to a single individual, and _ there 
were mem bers of the lease company 
quite as competent to have conducted such busi- 
noss speculations with like results, and was it to be 
expected in such a case that they would give their 
talent, their energy and the use.of their capital to 
the state of Georgia for nothing, and at the same 
time have a bond hanging over them for eight mil- 
lion dollars for the faithful compliance with the 
contract out of which they did not expect to make 
anything? 

The true question is not what we have made, 
whether we have made millions, or whether we 
have not madeadoliar. The real questfon is have 
we complied with the contract on our part as fara 
we have gone, and are we ready to comply withi s 
aud do we offerto comply with it in goou faith tht, 
balance of the period of the lease? 6 

lsay we have complied with it literally and 
faithfully for nearly nineteen years of the lé6a se, 
and that the offer we have made isatfair one as to 
our further compliance which we are ready at any 
time to garry into operation. ; 

Our highest ambition has been to deal justly and 
failry with all who patronized our line, to pay our 
rental promptly and ut the end of the leese to com- 
ply strictly with tse contract to turn the road over 
to the state in as good condition as we received it. 

With this we shall be satisfied; with less we shall 
not be. With this the state and its representatives 
ought to be satisfied, and I trust they will be. 

But we are asked whatis our claim against the 
state of Georgia for the improvements made in the 
condition of the Western and Atlantic railroad dur- 
ing the period of the lease. 

While we may not be permitted to go into the 
courts to set up our rights to the full exteut of the 
improvements we have made, and may not be le- 
gaily entitled to pay forall the betterments placed 
upon the road, we are certainly entitled in equity 
andin natural justiceto be paid by the stateo 
Georgia the difference between the condition of the 
road at the time it was turned over to the lessees 
and its condition at thetime when turned back by 
the lessees to the state. 

Whatis that difference? We estimate that it is 
more than one million dollars; bit we are willing 
in the settlement of the claim to take less than 
that, 

The last legislature ofthis state before the present 
one authorized aud directed the governor to ap- 
point three commissioners to look into aud carefully 
examine the condition of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad with its rolling stock, appurtenances, etc. 
The lessees were not invited to ee in the ap- 
pointment, nor were they so fur as know, 1n any 
way consulted by the executive in 
making the appointment. Three honorable, intelli- 

entand trustworthy gentlemen were appointed 
By the governor, one of whom, Judge William M., 
Reese, had been our most formidable and our most 
active opponent in the contest at the early period 
before the legislature in reference to the lease. 

This commission appointed by the governor with- 
out consulting us took up the whole question, aud 
with a great deal of industry and research went to 
the bottom oLit. They made upan official report 
which has been published by authority of the leg- 
islature, by which it appears that the road is im- 
proved in every department, and they have made 
an estimate of the value of such improvements in 
each department and of the amount that such im- 
provements have increased the value of the prep. 
erty. By refereuce to the report, page 91, it will be 
seen that the total amount of betterments by the 
lessees of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
is $750,889.74; in other words, the —. 
it they were to tum over the roa 
tomorrow to the state with all its rolling stock and 
appurienances would, according to their estimate, 
turn it over in a better condition by three-quarters 
of a million of dollars than it was when they re- 
ceived it, or,in other words, the state would get 
three-quarters of a million dollars more from the 
lessees than her contract entitles her to, It would 
be virtually taking from the pockets of the ogg 
that amount of their money and placing it i. va 
treasury of the aga of Georgia for the use of the

States that the companies could only be taxed 
one-half of one per cent on r net ins 
age and when the question went be- 
fure the supreme court of Georgia, it ruled that 
the Western and tic company, 
having a contract with lhe state to be subject to the 
same F igevons burdens as the compatiies already men- 
tioned, was liable to pay the state as a tax one-half 
of one per cent upon its net incomes; but no more. 
That being the solemn ruling of the supreme court 
of Georgia, there was no pretext for insist- 
ing that we were bound to pay one-half 
of one per cent upon our whole 
net income and then pay the whole tax as- 
sessed upon the portion of property lying in the 
siate of Tennessee, 

The tax confinued to accumulate until the whole 
amountis now more than one hundred thousand 
dollars, There is an act of the legislature of Ten- 
nersee that authorizes a citizen to pay off the tax 
fi fas, take control of them and hold the contrul for 
six years. The state of Tennessee before the lease 
taxed the Western and Atiantic railroad b 
the name “Western and Atlantic railroad,” 
and not ‘‘Western and Atlantic railroad company,” 
and the suthorities of Tennessee have kept up this 
distinction, and they assess the taxes each year 
against the Western and Atlantic railroad. 

For the last five years we have placed money in 
the hands of a trustee who has paid off his fi fa’s, 
taken control of them, and holdsthem against the 
Western and Atlantic railroad for the benefit of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad company. is was 
merely a precaution, as we could not doubt that the 
legislature and people of Georgia would pay the 
taxes which were honestly due from them and 
a the company was under nolegal obligation to 

y. 

Now astoourclaim. I propose in behalfofthe 
company that we receive from the state of Georgia 

750,589.74, being without interest the amount of 
betterments on the improved condition of the prop~ 
erty which the commission appointed by the gov~< 
ernor of the state, without consulting the les- 
sees, have found after a thorough investigation in 
favor of the lessees; in other words, they have found: 
that we have improved the property to that amount 
for which we have received no compensation, and 
that the state is holding that amount of the money 
of the lessees in its treasury which it refuses to pay 
to its legal owners, 

I also propose in behalf of the lessees that the 
company receive from the state the amount which 
has been paia by the company for taxes in the state 
of Tennessee. This I would consent to re- 
ceive without interest, although some ofthe pay- 
ments are of ten years standing, 

If these two sums are pee by the state of Georgia 
to the treasurer of the Western and Atlantic rail» 
road company for the benefit of the company, the 
company will undertake to deliverthe road with 
its appurtenances in its present condition either to 
the state or the new company of lesseesif one 
should be in existence on the 27th day of December, 
1890, the day when our lease expires, 

I trust that the committee wiJl not think it un- 
reasonable for the state to pay the amount found 


| due by herown commission appointed to look into 


the condition of the road, or to pay the amount due 
for taxes uncer the laws of Tennessee, 

Now as to the mode of payment. We wotild 
leave that entirely to the state. We would take 
payment out ofthe future rentals of the road in 
reasonable installments until the whole is paid, or 
we would take 4 per cent. bondsofthe state due at 
such atime asthe state may think proper to pay 
them, or we would receive the money in any other 


torm, 

I admit that the lessees could not enter the courts 
and set up a legal right toa portion of this amount 
claimed for improvements; but, as I understand it, 
the rule between states and nations is, as the courts 
are closed against those who have claims against 
the state, the state will see to it that justice is done, 
and in case of doubt will give the benefit of a rea- 
sonable doubt tothe claimants, 

We are willing to submit the question to arbitra- 
tion, the arbitrators to be selected er by the 
state and the company; or, if the appointing power 
will not appoint any of our bitter enemies, we are 
willing that the state select all the arbitrators; or 
we are willing to leave the whole question to some 
of the most eminent citizens of Georgia; 
and let it be adjudicated by them; or to 
any intelligent court that the state will throw open 
tous with power to decide the case according to 
law, equity and natural serene we 

While [ have never claimed that we could enforee 
our just claims for betierments in the courts of law 
without the consent of the state that we litigate the 
question in her courts forall the betterments due 
us, we would haveample scope for the vindication 
of our rights in the power which the con- 
tract gives us to reduce the road and its rollin 
stock to the condition in which we receive 
it before we Geliver it back tothe state. 1 would 
not be understood as admitting the proposition that 
we have no rights in the courts as against the state. 
lor a part of our claims we have. For instance, if 
we should retuse to turn overtothe state the cars 
or engines claimed by the state under the contract 
and lease, and the state should have to bring suit 
against us, then we would have the right to comein 
aud be heard fully in our defense. 

Again, in the amount due for taxes in Tennessee, 
our trustee would clearly have the right to proceed 

with a levy on the pye net 4 of the state for the 
taxes paid by him for which he holds the tax fi- fas, 
and the courts of Tennessee would, I suppose, clear- 
ly have jurisdiction over any such case. 


As it must be admitted, therefore, that we coujd, 


vet a status tm the courts, either the federal courts 
or courts of Tennessee fora ceftain portion of our 
claim, why not constitute a proper tribunal and let 
us come dnto courtand have the whole question 
adjudicated upcn the principles of law, equity and 
natural justice? 

The company desires no litigation with the state, 
It will have none if itis possibleto avoid it with- 
out submitting to gross injustice. We desire to set- 
tle the whole controversy in the shortest manner 
in which it is possible to do it and do anything like 
justice between the parties. We do not want to be 
hung up in a long litigation, and we feel quite sure 
that the people of Georgia do not desire to be in- 
volved in long and heavy litigation and to pay 
beavy lawyer's fees. Wedesire, and we believe the 
people of Georgia desire, a fair, honestand speedy 
settlement of the whole question; hence tho fair 

roposition we have made to the state; consequent- 

: we have made the offer to the 
stato that g@the whole question be sub- 
mitted to arbitrators of the highest character, im- 
partially selected by the respective parties; or if the 
state is afraid to trust its case before a board of arbi~ 
tration selected in the usual manner, then we are 
content, with the simple uuderstanding that our 
enemies are not to be put upon the board, torthe 
state to appoint every member of it,and we will sub- 
mit the whole case to such a board as the legislature 
or the governor mav appoint; or if the state is 
determined not to submit the question to arbitra- 
tion, which would be the earliest mode of settle- 
ment, then we ask thatthe courts of the state be 
thrown open to us, and baving made good tenants 
and kept the contract with the state faithfully on 
our part, we ask at least a feion’s privilege of being 
heard in our own defense and in vindication of our 
own rigbts. 

We are willing tosubmit the question to any in. 
telligent tribunal of tne state, with the simpie un- 
derstanding and instructions to the tribunal that it 
bear the caseand decide it according to the rules 
of law, equity and natural justice 

if the state will not permit our claim to be adjudi- 
cated in any one of the modes already suggested, or 
by any ofthe tribunals mentioned, then we pro- 
pose 10 submit our case to the decision of any other 
tribunal that may be selected bg the state, 

We want a fair, honest and just adjudication of 
our rights. We do not wantto be hung upina 
long litigation withthe state. We want to deal 
fairly and justly with the people of the state, and 
we want justice done us as lessees and nothing 


more, 
Outside of the state's obligation to deal justly and 
honorably by us and by all other men, it is largely 
to the pecuntary interest of the state and the people 
of —— that a fair, honest and just settlement 
should be made. You are offering the road for 
rental for another period of weg | years or more, 
It is tothe interest ofthe state that you should be 
able to inform the proposed new lessees what you 
propose to lease to them. 
I believe the present lessees got about 571 cars 
from the state of all sorts, mostly in a very bad con- 
dition, They now have about 1,200. Do you pro- 
e to lease to the new lessees the 571 carsin a bad 
condition,or do you propose to léase the whole 1,200 
that we now have? We received from the state, I 
think, 45 engines of all character. At least five of 
recelyed were absolutely condemned 
the commissioners as unfit for 
use. They were worth nothing but the 
market price of the iron in theold frames and 
hulls, so that we really received but forty engines 
from the state, and most of them in a very bad con- 
dition; or if the old engines which were turned over 
are to be counted as engines, for a few hundred dol- 
lars we can buy five like them and turn them over to 
the state. We now have about sixty engines in 
00a condition, most of them a great deal 
farger and much more valuable than those turned 
over tous by the state ever were. What do you 
pose to rent to the new lessees? The forty or 
for -fiye old engines and hulls, or the sixty good 
engines, many of them almost new, one of which is 
worth two or three of the old ones?

I have no in- 
timation from him on the subject; but I do not see 
how he can advise his company to deal further 
with the state on the line of continuing the relax 
tions of lessor aud Jessee, when the state has shown 
a palpable _—— of the righys of the company

company could afford in that case to pay the $35.- 
000 a month as the minimum rental for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, or what company could af- 
fore to pay $20,000 a month iorit. The road would 
then be only a short link between the cities of 

Chattanooga and Atlanta, with strong competitors on 
either aide of it throwing the business off the road 

re it overreached its terminals by sending it 
over the competing line. I apprehend no juidici- 
ous combination of capitalists would assume any 
such liability as $35,000 per month or the halfof 
that as rental for the road under such circum- 
stances, 

I know nothing of the purposes of these corpor- 
ations; but I know they are .represented by shrewd 
and able men who watch their interests. and ifthey 
see that the state of Georgia deals unjustly and un- 
fairly in her settlement with her lessees they may not 
be fascinated with her practices, and they may con- 
clude that it is easier to fignt her by bringing their 
competition to bear than it isto pay heran exhor- 
bitant sum for the use of herroad. There are al- 
ready several competitors, and this legislature has 

ranted acharter for another, one of the most 

midable of the whole lot, the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad, which is to run very 
soon between Atlanta and Knoxville, Tennessee. 

Gentlemen, I beg you to think fore you act. 
This question of the lease of the Western and At~ 
lantic railroad was oue of the most important sub- 
mitted to — decision by the people of Georgia. 
You have already consumed part of the time of the 
session in November upon the question ot the lease 
of the road, and you have now consumed a large 
part of the one hundred days or more of the extra 
session of 1889. If, when you have consumed, 
as you will, —_ an ditional number of 
days, you bring forth a bill under which the road 
cannot be leased at all, or under which it cannot be 
leased except at a decided disadvantage, I fear the 
people ot Georgia will not hold public meetings 
and return you theirthanks tor your ability and 
your statesmanship. 

Suppose it were the pu of the present Wes« 
tern and Atlantic Railroad company to take a little 
revenge for the injustice which they may feel that 
they have received at your hands. It is in their 
pas to do the state in a single winter more harm 

un a legitimate manner than it would cost the state 
to pay our claim for betterments. I do not say that 
they will doit. It is not their purpose to make any 
threats on any subject connected with this business, 
and they prefer to suffer an injustice rather than be 
guilty of an injustice. 

Business is prosperous this winter. The chances 
are that it will be for another year; probably so toa 
high degree. Whenever that is true it becomes 
necessary for a railroad company wanting fifty en- 
gines or 1,000 carsto give the order from six to 
twelve months ahead or the shops cannot furnish 
them, Now suppose you passan act under which 

ou lease the road to some other company; but that 
ease does not take place until somethne 
in next year, or it is in a  sbape 
where the legisiature when it meets next November 
a year isto finally pass upon it or approve it. 
What then is the result? The heavy winter’s busi- 
ness is upon the new iessees. They cannot buy en- 
gines and cars to do that business in time to pre- 
vent itslosstothe company. If we should asthe 
present lessees return to the state every car and 
every engine we received from herin as good con~ 
dition as when we receiv them 
or other cars in exactly the same condi- 
tion and character there would then be less 
than half ow ty to do the winter’s business on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. What would be 
the result? The new lessees would be put toa great 
disadvan of competing with two or three other 
lines with which it would have to deal, and it 
would find itself so eager: for want of rolling 
stock that most of the businessof the line would 
be turned over to the East Tennessee or some other 
one of the competitors. 

Itmay be said that the stateor the new lessees 
could buy the other half of our rolling stock, on 
which the state has noclaim. Sup we should 
conelude to sell it to somebody else and not tothe 
new lessees, and they could not get other polling 
stock sufficient to do the business? The result woul 
be a substantial loss of the first winter’s through 
business over the Western and Atlantic railroad 
in its fight with its new competitors. What 
would follow? When business is once turned 
off the Western and Atlantic and _ it 
becomes accustomed to the other line, it will takea 
struggle of years to get it back. and with the great 
eompetition you will not be able to do it to any- 
thing like its presont extent. The result would be 
a depreciation of almost one-halfin the value of 
your road, ; 

The people of Georgia are therefore deeply inter- 
ested in making an honest and fair settlement with 
the present lessees that they may have their infiu- 
ence with all the other competing corporations 
to aid in getting the best bid in their power for the 
new lease of the road. 

The opposite course settles the conviction among 
railroad companies that the state of Georgia will 
not deal honestly with its lessees, and the re- 
sult will necessarily be no lease at all, or a 
lease at a price greatly less than the 
road might bring under other and more 
favorable circumstances. In other words, if the 
state observes the rule that honesty is the best pol- 
icy and makes a fair and justsettlement with the 
present lessees it will greatly elevate her character, 
and she will much more than get back the amount 

aid us in the increased rental which will be paid 

or the road forthe next twenty years by the new 
company whoever they may be. 

Gentlemen, my pecuniary interest in this question 
is very small. Town but oné-fourtn ofa sbare in 
the lease, or one ninety-second part of the whole. 
After the debts and claims are all paid, I do not 
calculate that there will be a large sum for distri- 
bution when we have had a reasonable settlement 
of the questions involved; though I hope that there 
will be something of a aividend. robably my 
share of it will not exceed the taxes which I and 
my children will pay in a few years in addition to 
to what we now pay, so that I can scarcely 
be said to have any pecuniary interest at all 
but my associates who are the principal owners o 
the stock have a very important interest in the 
question, and as their representative and as the 
president of the Company from its day of organizas 
tion, I feel that I should be derelict in my duty, as 
long aslamabieto talk, ifI should remain siient 
and not protest against the wrong that is likely to 
be done them. 

Iam a Georgian, and nearly all my life has been 
spent in the state. I feel the deepest possible in- 
terest in her prosperity, her honor and her glory, 
and as a Georgian I shall blnsh for shame if it 
should be justly said that she has repudiated a just 
and honest claim which upon every principle of 
equity and justice she was bound to pay.

IT PAYS TO HAVE FINE STOCK. 

“Pyen if a farmer does not intend making a 
jalty of stock raising,’’ remarked a promi- 
nent stable man yesterday, ‘‘it will pay him to 
use fine stock. They make the best work- 
horses. That old horse out there,’’ pointing 
towards the gbject of his remark, ‘is ason of 
Bourbon Chit He had his legscutupin a 
fence when he was a yearling. He has been 
worked, and worked hard, for over seventeen 
ears, and can pull more now than any mule 

n the county. He hasn’t been able to get 
out of a walk since he was cut up 
30, but as a common dray horse I would 
not sell him for $100. There is something 
game about him, something intelligent—some- 
thing you wont find in common stock. 

“It don’t cost any more to keep a fine horse 
than it does to keep a scrub. If a Georgia 
farmer, for example, wanted to improve his 
stock of horses he would select a good, sound, 
common mare, and breed by a standardbred 
stallion. Take the filly colts then and breed 
with another good stallion, and so on for twoor 
three more generations. The dam inherits the 
virtues of all the lines in her pedigree, and 
every cross with a standard line raises the 
stanaard of your stock. Each step in this de- 
velopment may cost the difference between 
$25 and $50 or $100, but even if itis carried 
no further than the first generation, a colt 
that would have sold for $100 will sell for 
$250, and the profit is greater the higher the 
breed. There is always a market for fine horses. 
From the Withers’s farm, just outside the city 
limits, fine horses were shipped not only to 
every state and territory in the upion, includ- 
ing the Indian territory, but to Bastard and 
other European countries, and to South Amer- 
ica. Onesale of six fine horses was to the 
Italian government. A number were shipped 
to Buenos Ayres. The market there is becom- 
ing a very considerable one. Prince Wilkes has 
been sold there. Ten horses were shpped from 
that farm to the king of the Sandwich Islands, 
and another recent shipment was to New Zea- 
land. Of all those foreign sales the one to the 
Italian government was the only one made for 
breeding purposes. Other blue grass farms 
find thesame wide market. The home de- 
mand is principally from the north and north- 
West, while -the south uses very little fine 
stock. I don’t think there are more than five 
standard bred stallions in the whole state of 
Georgia. Not long agoa Georgia man said to 
me: ‘I would like to buy that stallion, but I’ll 
take one that don’t cost  s0 
and improye the stock.’ That’s 
man wo stingy and _ short sighted 
buy improved watermelon seeds. He goes

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ATWOOD'S STORY. 


AFTER FOUR MONTHS IN A HOSPITAL 
HE RETURNS TO HIS HOME, 


Knowing That His Mind Was Unbalanced 
He Wanders About the Country and Is 
Sent to a Hospital in Worchester, Mass. 


Mr. ©. 8. Atwood is home again. 

Everybody in Atlanta is familiar with Mr. At- 
wood’s career as a newspaper man, and of his 
troubles that created such a sensation last spring. 

When the Evening Capitol failed, Mr. Atwood 
endeavored to repair his broken fortunes, aud 
started several schemes, all of which failed. 

The cause of their failure was soon apparent, for 
although Mr. Atwood was well versed in news 
paper and printing business generally, he had lost 
the ability of controlling himself, and his efforts 
were fruitiess. 

Simultaneously with the failure of the paper, his 
mind failed also, and he became but a wreck of his 
furmer self, 

The story of his strange actions, his arrest and 
dismissal on a charge of lunacy, and his final dis- 
appearance is 4 subject that is painfully familiar to 
himself and his friends in Atlanta. But he is home 
again, well and living happily with his family at 
No, 39 Powers street. 

THE STORY OF HIS WANDERINGS 
is best told by himself as he reconnted it last night 
when interviewed at the hallot Red Cross lodge 
Knights of Pythias, of which he is a member. 

“It wasa curious thing,” he said, ‘and the fact 
that my mind was out of order, and I knew it, was 
all the more painful, for the knowledge of an in- 
firmity over which I had no control, and the con- 
sciousness that Iwas making myself an object of 
rid:cule and curiosity, and that people shunned and 
avoided me.”’ 

‘You knew you were not yourself, then?’ 

“Yes, for sometime before the paper jailed I began 
to feelit, and whenI gotto my worst, 1 suffered 
tortures untold. I imagined that people bad me 
crowded against a wall, that I wasin an excavation 
out of which Icould not escape. Oh, it was the 
avonies of the damned that I suffered in those days. 
When I wentto Cincinnati: when I came back to 
Atlanta, all the time I was harrassed and haunted 
by a thousand hallucinations. 

‘*‘How come you to go north?’ 

‘Well, I had a good deal of money about me and 
I gave it to anybody and everybody. Finally, I de- 
cided to go to my mother’s home in New London, 
Conn. To show you what a fool I was, after buying 
my ticket, I threw away nearly all the money I had 
and did not eat a mouthful until I arrived in New 
York.’ 

“You must have been pretty hungry?” 

“Hungry? Way, when I got there I fonnd that I 
had two dollars and a half, and it took two dollars 
to take me to New London. I took that other fift 
cents, and you uevertaw the like of cheap stuff 
bought and ate with that balt a doliar,”’ 

WANTED TO GO AND COULDN'T. 

“How did you get away from New York?’ 

“Well. [ tell you. I was such a fool then that I 
would go down tothe wharf every day and see the 
boat go off, and had not tne power to board itand go 
home, After it was gone I would curse myself—yon 
know 1 grew very wicked after I lost my mind—for 
not having the power to board it. Finally after four 
days of that, one Thursday I went ca board at ll 
o’clock, an hour ahead oftime. I swore to myself 
that I would stay there in spite of the world until 
the boat pulled off. I grew almost frenzied, and 
would keep feeling for my kulle, swearing that I 
would stab the man who came to remove me.”’ 

‘Nobody came?’ 

“Of course, no one paid any attention to me, as 
outwardly I was caim and quiet. Finally the boat 
left, and asit went puffing away, I laughed and fairly 
shouted, waving a farewell to New York. I went 
below and remember drinking a bottle of cham- 
pagne and eating all Icould hold, My bill was 
three dollars and a half, and when I was called on 
to settle my bill I swore I did not owe the man a 
cent and had not eaten any thing.” 

“Did he raise a row?’ 

“No, he lroked at me and said: 

” ‘Oh, I see you rea fool, iI don’ t mean exactly 
that, but you’ re off your balance.’

saving.’ 

‘“*Where? he asked, 

“‘Atmy home in Atlanta, Ga.’
